fering Among the People. 


LIVINGSTON, Mont., February 12.—There is 
serious apprehension that there will be an ap- 
palling loss of human lives in Montana. Snow 
began falling the middle of November, and 
there is now more of it on the ground than 
for ten years. Most of the stage roads are en- 
tirely closed up and trains are running at ir- 
regular intervals, some being tour and 
five days apart, and the supply 
of fuelis almost exhausted. Three days ago 
coal was selling at $60 a ton at Fort Benton 
and now it can hardly be had at any price. 
The snow is drifted to enormous depths, and 
people living at mountain bases are in immi- 
nent danger of meeting a horrible fate beneath 
an avalanche or freezing to death. Should 
another protracted storm occur, it is be- 
lieved hundreds would succumb to its 
terrors. As it is more people have 
been frozen to death this winter than 
for @ quarter of a century. The snow will 
be a long time disappearing, even with 
ehinook winds, as a solid sheet of ice an inch 
thick formed over it late in January and since 
that time nearly two feet have fallen. The 
cold has been intense, varying from 49 below 
zero, at Livingston and Helena, to 60 below at 
Forte Shaw and Assinaboine. In the vicinity of 
the Little Jennie and Grand Central mines, on 
Bald Mountain, the snow is eight feet deep on 
the level and travel is impossible except in 
snow shoes. 


A Bad Blizzard. 


PIPESTONE, Minn., February 12.—One of the 
worst biizzards of the season has been raging 
here for the last thirty-six hours. All trains 
on the Burlington road were abandoned yes- 
terday. It is thought there must be consider- 
able suffering in the country. 


Telegraph Wires Crippled. 


CHICAGO, II., February 12.—The tempera- 
ture dropped to zero this morning, the weath- 
er having grown cold steadily throughout the 
night. The trees, shrubbery and telegraph 


wires are covered with a thick coating of 
frozen sieet, and the telegraph service is 
badly crippled again in consequence, the 
wires in some instances having been borne 
down under their heavy load, At various 
points south and west of this city the ice is so 
thick and heavy on the telegraph wires as to 
not only snap and carry down the wires, but 
in many cases the telegraph poles have also 
been broken and carried down. The cold 
weather has cheeked the floods in the south- 
western and northwestern portions of the 
city, and the water in the Chicago River and 
the streams which feed it is falliug rapidly.

THE MAROONS SOLD. 


The Successor of St. Louis in the National 
Base Ball League. 


It can at last be confidently announced that 
the St. Louis Maroons have been sold. Presi- 
dent Wm.Strombérg received a telegram yes- 
terday from Mr. Ben Fine, thenin Chicago, 
which read as follows: ‘‘Everything satisfac- 
tory. Keep quiet. To a PostT-Disratcu 
reporter Mr. Stromberg said to-day: ‘‘Fine 
has sold the club but to whom I can’t posi- 
tively say, as I do not know my- 
self. I instructed Mr. Fine to 
go to Kansas City and if it 
was possible for him to sell the club for $15,000 
to do so. I didn’t care to wnom he sold it. 
He went to Kansas City Monday evening and 
the next evening I received à tele- 
gram from him saying that everything 
was satisfactorily arranged and that he 
would leave that night for Chicago. He was 
to have proceeded from Chicago to New York, 
where he was to see Day of the New York 
teum, whose vote for Kansas City to remain in 
the League was to have been secured. 1 
am satisfied that the transactions stopped 
in Chi o, for later on Fine telegraphed that 
he would be back in St. Louis to-day. I have 
not seen bim yet, but it’s dollars to cents that 
tbe club has been sold to Indianapolis or that 
Spalding has guaranteed that the League will 
pay the required sum themselves for the 
players and the franchise.’’ 

That Mr.Stromberg is right in his conjecture 
as to the Indianapolis venture is corroborated 
by the following dispatch frem Indianapolis 

d February 10:

One man, Gunsaul- 
lus, volunteered, stepped out of the ranks 
to enter the flames and do his share 
while the other, Joe Schimper or Chambers, a 
regular fireman, was a favorite everywhere, 
because of his personal bravery, his coolness 
and his devotion to his duty under all 


circumstancés. Both these men were heroes. 
One had proved it often before his death, the 
other showed it in his death. What 
generosity should de extended toward 
the families of these men is only 
one evidence of the impression their deaths 
has made upon the community. This 
expression of sympathy, every one recoxg- 
nizes, is under the resent condtions 
the most valuable according to its 1 to 
relieve the distress that comes to the families 
ot the two dead men, and the value of this 
sympathy is enhanced it it is promptly ex- 
tended in this form.

Raging Torrents. 


YANEKTON, Dak., February 12.—The unusu- 
ally severe winter and large amount of snow 
which has falien in the Missouri slope from 
the Yellowstone country to Omaha, are the 


cause for grave apprehensions of overflows 
and inundations of the bottom lands along the 
river for 200 miles above and below this city. 
The river is very low and where there is no 
current the ice measures five feet in thickness. 


In the channel four feet is the average. In- 
dians who make their home in Missouri bot- 
toms above this city are moving to the hills, 
ciuiming that the water will be higher than at 
any time since 1881, when the water covered 
the lowlands for thirty-five days. 


Surrounded by Water. 


ForRT WAYNE, February 12.—The flood now 
exceeds all previous records. The water in 
the three rivers—St. Joseph, St. Marys and 
the Maumee—has risen twenty-six inches 
since 20’clock yesterday afternoon, and is 


still rising at the rate of an “inch 
an bour. The city is entirely 
cut off from communication by the 
wagon roads with the country north, and 
the water is now even with the ties of the 
Lake Shore and Muncie railroads, and threat- 
ening wholesale destruction of bridges. A 
score of families also, who had deemed their 
houses safe from the inroads of the flood, 
were removed with difficulty to-day. The 
Street Commissioners estimate the damage to 
the sewers at $10,000. 


At Lyons. 


Drrnoir, Mich., February 12.—The rising 
water at Lyons shut off all communication 
with the outside world by wire, and the 
Evening Wisconsin’s correspondent sends 


the following special from Muir, on the op- 
posite side of the river, that place being 
reached by a circuitous route: 
1 p. m. — The flood continues, the 
water rising a foot an hour. The Grand 
Ledge ice reached here at 10 o’clock 
this morning forming a jam thirty feet deep 
abeve the bridge, causing theriver to leave its 
bed and rush with mighty force through the 
business ortion of Lyons, sweeping 
everything before it. Twenty buildings 
were carried away and as many more were re- 
moved from their foundations. Manu- 
interests are suffering  terri- 
bly. C. 8. Marsh, Howard Ranger and Frank 
McFarlane narrowly escaped being drowned 
in the floods. It s reported that 
A. C. Kuney was drowned in his store, bat 
the story is not believed. Lyons is shut off 
from the outside world entirely. There are no 
mails and the telegraph and telephone wires 
refuse to work. Terribie suffering prevails.

In a second article on The Relative 
Strength and Weakness of Nations,“ Mr. 
EDWARD ATKINSON shows in the Century

while in England and Germany taxation 
for national purposes takes about $12 per 
capita, and in France $18, exclusive of 
payments onthe principal of their na- 
tional debts, which they are not paying.

States, while it averages only about half 
as much in Germany and about two- 
thirds as much in France, the German 


laborer, earning only half as much as the 


American, has twice as much taxation to 


bear, and the French laborer, earning 
only two-thirds as much as the Ameri- 
can, has to pay three times as much in 


taxes.

THE VETOED PENSION BILL. 
In vetoing the bill to grant a pension of 


$12 a month to any soldier enlisted for 


three months under the United States flag 
in any war, if he chooses to put in a claim 
that he is unable to earn a living, Presi- 
dent CLEVELAND has refused to destroy 
the honorable distinction which attaches 
to 865,783 pensioners now on the rolls. 

These include all soldiers disabled in the 
service, or who contracted disease from 
the service, and the widows, children and 
parents of soldiers killed in the army or 
who have died of wounds or disease con- 
tracted in the service. The laws under 
which these now draw about $75,000,000 of 
pension money every year are the most 
comprehensive and liberal pension laws 
that ever attested the gratitude of a 
nation to its soldiers. The history of all 
other nations, ancient and modern, may 
be searched in vain for any grant of 
pensions so generous or to such a multi- 
tude of persons. 

But the vetoed bill was an attempt to 
burlesque the gratitude and blur the 
honor that belong to these pensioners. It 
was a bill to enroll and reward with them 
every mendicant rogue, every hired sub- 
stitute and every bounty-jumper that 
ever served three months, provided he 
has acquired the knack of false swearing 
and suborning testimony. It was a bill to 
inaugurate a stupendous robbery of the 
Treasury; to put a premium on mendi- 
cancy; to pay liberally for perjury, 
forgery and every kind of claim-agency 
fraud; to engrave a legend of infamy 
upon the monuments of our heroes and to 
putan indelible 3 upon the soldier 
vote“ of our country. 

We sincerely believe that every man who 
voted for this bill under the impression 
that the ‘‘soldier vote“ would down him 
if he voted against it. has most gravely 
wronged the sentiments of four-fifths of 
the soldiers of the Union, and that Prest- 
dent CLEVELAND’s veto will be regarded 
by them as 9 just rebuke to what they 
must feel isa species of insult to them- 
selves,

FOREIGN ECHOES. 


AN interesting excavation has recently 
been completed amid the ruins of ancient 
Pompeii, in the resuscitation bare of a com- 
plete house. [No. 39, in the 2d insula of the 
dt h region.] It is named after the Emperor 


laid bare a century ago. The house is of ter- 
race construction, three stories high, having 
been built against the steep sides of the moun- 
tain. A staircase of twenty-eight very well- 
preserved steps of Vesuvian lava, divided into 
three flights or landings, leads to the third 
floor. There is an elaborate bath and kitchen, | 
refectory, bakery, well and two or three gen- 
eral rooms. The floors in almost every case 
are formed of beautiful mosaic. The stairs are 
adorned with wooden ballusters. 


Lovers of music will be interested to learn 
that the copyright of Schumann’s works hay- 
ing expired on the Ist of January,this year, 
his widow is about to avail herself of the op- 
portunity to bring out a complete edition of all 
her husband’s works. Withaview to this, 
all the compositions have been most carefully 
revised by competent editors, who have had 
the advantage of access toavast quantity of 
materials of all kinds left behind by the com 
poser. Some compositions which have not 
yet seen the light, will now be published. The 
preparations for this critical edition have been 
going on for seven years. Mme. Schumann 
has entrusted the publication to the eminent 
firm of Breitkopf & Hartel of Leipsic. 


Sr. PETERSBURG society has been somewhat 
interested in a medicinal water discovered by 
a Baron Vrevsky, and which was described as 
effecting marvelous cures.

HOW THE MIGHTY ARE FALLEN! 


Peter Tyson, » Well-Known Gotham Poli- 
tlelan, Goes to the Island. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPraTcn. 

New Tonk, February 12.—Peter Tyson, & 
member of the old Blossom Club and a well- 
known politician of the Eighth Ward, called at 
Jefferson Market yesterday, and to the sur- 
prise of those who kuew him asked the jus- 
tice to send him to the island for two months. 

„Jam an old man, he said, and going 
to the dogs. I want to go somewhere to get 


the rum out of me.’’ Tyson, who is 70 
years old, explained that for the past seven 
years liquor bad been eee he better 
of him. It was said in the court, dy one 
who knew the old man, that he was once 
worth $200,000. The PosT-DISPATCH cor- 
respondent had a talk with the old man, who 
looks to be still hale and hearty. He said: ‘‘I 
joined the United States navy early in the 
forties, and was a member of the crew of the 
war brig Sumers, on board which a conspiracy 
to seize the vessel and turn her into aslaver 
was entered into by afew adventurous spirits. 
The mutiny was nipped in the budand the 
ring-leaders were anged at sea, and 
four others were brought home in irons. 
I remember it well. We sailed from New 
York September 13, 1842, bound fer the west 
coast of Africa. Philip Spencer, a middy, 
one of the conspirators who was hung at sea, 
was a wild youne fellow and soon sprung the 

eat scheme of turning the shipintoa pirate. 

e talked to me, but! would have nothing todo 
with the proposition. A good many of the 
fellows feilin with him, however, to their 
sorrow. Whenthe plot was exposed the of- 
ficers lost notimein stringing the leaders to 
the yard-arm., They were executed Decem- 
der I ofthe same year. This sickened me of 
the sea and I secured my discharge. When 
Col. Stephenson started for California I en- 
listed in the army and went with him 

TO SUBJECT THE INDIANS, 

but soon after leftthe army. I got in with the 
‘boys’ of the day, and went with thei to 
Poole’s Island, near Baltimore, to see the 
fight between Tom Hyer and Yankee Sullivan. 
I got culiared by the authorities and on my 
release returned to New York, got the gold 
fever and went to California, but came home 
in seven months. Ithen went to work at my 
chop house in Hudson street. I took part in 
all local political movements and in 1855, while 
Fernando Wood was Mayor, my friends put 
meinasCouncilman. I did not want it, but 
served one month. When the war broke out 
I joined the Seventy-firsat New Tork 
Regiment and served three months and 
came back to the city, where I 
struck a bonanza. I became sutler of Hart’s 
Island. I left when Gen. Canby was super- 
seded by John Dix and took $17,000 profit with 
me. Ihave often been in court before, but it 
was to get some poor fellow outof trouble. 
Was lever in jail? Oh, yes. I was in the 
Tombs for 100 days, but only asa witness; 
that was in 1555, wuen Poole was shotin Stan- 
Wix Hall. I was with the boys at the time of 
the shooting. It was said that Lew Baker 
fired the shot that killed Poole. 
I, along with Jim Kerrigan, Dan Cor- 
rigan and Dan Lyons got Baker out of the way. 
Billy Mitchell was the bar-tender aud he 
was the only one who saw the shooting. Billy 
left, and was away, for four years, and came 
back with lots of money. Baker was too 
Grunk to have done the shooting, but he wasa 

eat friend of John Morrissey, and suspicion 
ell on him. It was a man named Turner who 
shot Poole. Turner left the city, and was 
afterwards lynched in California. I was a 
member of the Blossom @lub, but I have lost 
caste with the boys latel¥.’’

THE CRECHE SOCIETY. 


A New Charity for the Care of Infants to be 
Instituted. 

Mrs. J. L. D. Morrison and Mrs. Wise are 
engaged in the organization of an original and 
most worthy charity. Itisto bein charge of 
a society to be formed next week to be 
known as the Creche Society. ‘‘Creche’’ 
is a French word meaning cradle. 


The object of the society will de to 
**cradie,’’ or care for infants and smaller chil- 
dren during the day, when their parents are 
at work.

| DIED IN A “SLEEPER.” 


ASAD CHAPTER IN THE HISTORY OF THE 
HALLIDAY FAMILY. 


Two Lovely Daughters Whore Lives Were 
Unhappy—The Trip From California to 
New York, During Which the Comtesse 


Rallroad Train—Strong Men Weep and 
Tremble.

New Tonk, February 12.—There was pub- 
lished in the WORLD the other day an sccount 
ot Ophir Farm, Benj. Halliday’s $1,000,000 in- 
vestment in West Chester County, and some 
reminiscences ofthe Comtesse de Pourtales 
and the Baroness de Buissiere, the noted 
Californians, two lovely daughters whose 
bodies lie inthe little stone chapel there. 
„The lives of both were unhappy,’’ said the 
report, ‘‘so much so that when their mother 
died she stipulated in her will that if any of 
her grandchildren married a foreigner 
the property left to him or to 
ber should be forfeited to the estate. 
Mme. de Pourtales died in a sleeping 
car some ten years ago, while on her way to 
New York from California. Her death was 
very sudden and many stories concerning it 
were current at the time. M. de Pourtales was 
afterwards a member of the French legation 
to this country. While here he married en 
seconde noces, the divorced wife of Mr. 
John Beecher of this city. Mrs. Beecher, it 
will be remembered by many in New York, was 
a South Carolina girl of very great beauty. She 
somehow drifted to New York shortly after 
the war and was met and married by Mr, 
Beecher. After a flamboyant career Mrs. 
Beecher left the city and the next heard from 
her was the marriage to Pourtales.’’ 

JEANNE HALLIDAY’S STORY. 
Touching the death of the first Comtesse de 
Pourtales, Jeanne Halliday, a well-known 


New York lady, writes tothe Worb: It was 


fourteen years ago, a dull, gloomy day ofa 
late spring, and there fell from the leaden 
skies a cold drizzle, making a railway plat- 


form especially forlorn. Southern passengers 


going East had already seated themselves in 
the transfer train and we waited for the 
Union Pacific express. When it came there 
was a scramble for seats, the tumbling about 
of luggage, and finally the sad spectacle 
ot a woman borne inthe arms of a stalwart 
man. The wave of sympathy always stirred 
by the suffering thrilled us ail, and some men 
instantly relinquished their places to make a 
couch for the invalid.

was carried to a compartment, the nurse and 
valet assigned to a section, and when we had 
ali shaken down into our respective places 
so that we could think of our pbeighbors,¥ we 
noticed the little girl. With the innocent 
courage of babyhood, the child soon accepted 
friendiy overtures and made a triumphant 
progress from seat to seat. She seemed 
puzzled whether to use French or English but 
we learned that her name was ‘‘Marie,’’ that 
she was 3 years old, and that she was going to 
see her dear granma, aud Louise was her 
„bonne.“ 

The nurse spoke no English, but a lady 
whose ouriosity was not to be restrained 
ventured her French. Louise answered: 
Madame was very ill the day before at 
Ogden. She had been in Ogden through the 
Winter and was now on her way to Europe. A 
physician on the train at Ogden had given 
some powders and madame had been easier, 
but the pain was coming back, so she had to 
be given another powder and madame would 
doubtless sleep. 

THE NIGHT PASSED WITHOUT INCIDENT. 
Everyone was ready for breakfast ut Gales- 
burg and as we came crowding back to our 
cab, monsieur rushed out exciaiming wildly, 
Has anyone a fan? My wife is dying. 
Quickly taking mine from the satche],I sprang 
to the state-room. It was stifling, and there, 
smothered in a rich fur cloak, lay the gasping, 
beautiful countess. The windows were flung 
wide, and the lovely head was raised; salts, 
the fan and chafing were instantly tried, 
but the lids only half litte over 
the dull eyes, and the deadly slum- 
ber was asserting its control every second. 
When questioned the Count said abe had com- 
plained again of pain and that he had given 
one morphine powder. She had demanded 
another only ashort time afterwards, and he 
had refused, and while he left the section she 
must have taken another dose, for he could 
not now find the last powder. She bad slept 
quietiy, and he was so worn out that he had 
not noticed her heavy breathing till we were 
at Galesburg.

SURPRISED NO ONE. 


THE PRESIDENT’S VETO OF THE “PAUPER” 
PENSION BILL. 


Mr. Cleveland’s Delayin Returning the Bill 
—Congressmen Who Voted for the Meas- 
ure Begging the President to Veto It— 
Secretary Manning’s Narrow Escape 
From Impeachment — The Interstate 
Commission. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., February 12.—The 


President's veto of the ‘‘pauper’’ pension 


bill yesterday surprised no one. That he 


would veto it was announced in last Satur- 
day’s PoOST-DISPATCH. Since that time a 
number of publicmen have been told at the 


White House that a veto was probable. The 
wonder onlyis thatthe President waited so 


long. He took the full limit of his time, ap- 
parentiy, to see it the measure had not some 
friends. But the protests against it were 
overwhelming. Nearly allofthe soldier or- 
ganizations protested against the measure as 


one calculated to degrade the soldiers gf the 


Federal army. The bill passedthe House by 
a vote of 180 yeas to 76 nays. The nays were all 
Democrats. In the Senate the bill was passed 
withuut division. No Senator or member 
went to seethe President to ask him to sign 


the measure, while many who voted for it 


went to the President and begged him to 
veto it, when it was shown how its carrying 
out would exhaust the surpius.. Undoubted- 
iy this veto puts an end to the measure. 


otwithstanding the little opposition to it in 


Congress, it could not now be passed over the 
veto. But the many who approve this act 
ofthe President think the President might 
have begun his veto work earlier. If Mr. 
Cleveland had really desired to make a great 
record for himself, he would have used the 
veto power three times, instead of once, 
against great and shameful abuses of the 


Legislative power by this Congress. He would 


have vetoed the Backbone“! land grant 
swindle, which has put over a million dollars’ 
worth of stolen property into Jay Gould’s 
pocket. He would have vetoed the Mexican 


ension bill, which will take from $5,000,000 to 
25,000,000 to distribute among men who 
ave never been able before to have 
ensions on account of their share 
mn the rebellion. The political influences 


back of this were strong, and so the bill was 
signed. The people, however, are thankful 
that Mr. Cleveland has killed the measure that 
had no friends. Heo uld safely hit it, and he 
bas struck hard against the object the public 
has been kicking against for the last ten days. 
So great has been the tide of opinion against 
this bad measure, that in the face of the com- 
mentand exposure the President would not 
have had the courage to sign it without the 
support of some political influences that held 
him so strongly on the ‘‘Backbone’’ bill and 
the Mexican pension grab.

A few duys after 
after the resolution wyassed the House the 
Secretary of the Treasury sent to the Housea 
letter acknowledging that the law had been 
violated. In the opinion of the House the let - 
ter contained suggestions which should not

letter, and with some it was looked upon as an 
insult to the intelligence ofthe House. Upon 
this wus based the report that 
Gen. Weaver proposed offering ar- 
ticles of impeachment. So great 
wus the indignation of some members that a 
caucus was held which appointed a committee 
to inform the President that the law had been 
violated. The President said to the commit- 
tee he would instruct the Secretary to comply 
withthe law which was done in yesterday’s 
Cabinet meeting. The order to this effect will 
be issued by the President to-morrow. This 
will Soe an end to the preposed impeach- 
ment,

His Singular Story of the Melodramatic 
Acts of a Woman.

Some of the products were badly roasted, 
and deserved it. 

The ‘‘Rat-catcher’’ was one. Perhaps in 
course of time by rough experience Mr. 
Bolossy Kiralfy will learn that he cannot 
promise one thing and do another and yet 
retain the reputation of an honest manager. 
Last year Mr. Hubert Wilke fell ill and could not 
appear,so the ‘‘Black Crook’’ was hastily sub- 
stituted for the ‘*Rat-catcher.’’ This was all 
Mr. Kiralfy could do under the circumstances. 
But he tried to open a day in advance of his 
scenery and preparation. The performance 
was naturally a dire failure and ruined his 
week. 

This season Mr. Wilke was again absent on 
the opening night and the auxiliaries were 
totally unprepared to do their work. But 
notwithstanding the fact that Mr. Wilke is 
starred by the manager, the performance was 
given without him and auxiliaries were left to 
the inspiration of the moment. 

In consequence there was music without a 
voice and the inspiration of the moment made 
roaring farcists of the auxiliaries. The au- 
dience enjoyed it, but purely from a farce 
standpoint. The performances have un- 
doubtedly improved since, but the damage 
was done onthe opening night and the at- 
traction never reccvered from it. 

There are times when $10 in the bush are 
worth more than $lin hand. But the fact is, 
anyhow, that the ‘‘Rat-catcher’’ is getting 
worn and shiney and the jokes have never 
been renewed since its first production. 

The operatic balletis a clever idea and is 
full of life, limbs and color. It went a long 
way to redeem the piece after the first night.

The freshest of all the attractions, although 
it was not new, was Mr. Warde’s production of 
‘*Galba.’’ He has brought it out wonderfully 
from the inception of last year, and on Tues- 
day night it proved to bea pluy with elements 
of unusual power. 

It will dear polishing, but the vigor, the 


masculinity, the substantial material 
that appeals to men and women 
are there. Given a passionate, unscrupulous, 


,owerful woman, with all the warmth of a 
Southern nature in her veins, foiled of her 
dearest purpose; given a half-savage and 
manly, yet tender giadiator, bereaved of all 
he holds valuable and compelled to strike 
down with his own hand the idol of his heart; 
given a noble and generous young man sought 
by en empress and loving another woman; 
given a beautiful, gentle, loving girl whose 
heart has been quickened into rapt devotion 
by the power of Christian faith, and who, 
while full of life and hope of happiness in life, 
stands ready to sacrifice all for truth and her 
religion. 

Here are elements that are instinct with hu- 
manity, with all that appeais to heart and 
mind. It is a powerful play and is capable of 
superb production illustrative of the period 
and its modes of taste and living. The play 
willbear the highest artistic treatment from 
both a scenic and dramatic standpoint. 

Mr. Warde’s own part ot Galba suits him 
and his vigorous methods. He can afford to 
lop off some of his repertoire, retaining sev- 
eral of his best roles, and make a feature of 
‘‘Galba.’’ Miss Wilmot is inadequate for the 
demands of Faustina, although she looks the 
part admirably. Mr. Herman is somewhat 
cast-iron inhis methods and lacks feeling, 
and this brings one to the most beautiful char- 
acter in the play—Neodamia. 


Neodamia is not of the modern stage. 
Dramatists do not spend their time conceiving 
or drawing such characters. It is not, of 
course, in sympathy with the time or the 
events ofthe play. It is a ray of light shining 
from the vory heart and source of faith and 
inspiration through the lusts, the passions, 
the violence, and the blood of paganism. 

Eugenie Blair seemed to have caught the 
spirit of Christian martyrdom and of womanly 
devotion. She mischt have stepped from the 
canvas of an old master, her pure soul shining 
through upturned eyes, clear and strong, 
mirroring her limpid innocence and abiding 
trust, looking beyond the mists of painand 


tears and cruel wrong to eternal rest 
and joy. She was loving, but chaste; 
gentie, but firm; a tender girl, but 


unyielding martyr, fullof the love of life, 
beautiful and hopeful, but willing for sacrifice 
and patient under suffering. She gave, with 
rare taste and intelligence, one of those ideals 
of character which was unmarred bya single 
false touch or attempt at dramatic effect. It 
Was an inspiration. 

As Virginia also Mise Blair pictured what 
may be called the sweetness of inaction, that 
quict trust ot woman in her protector, tem- 

ering it with gentleness and affection. It is

Miss Blair’s methods are quiet and artistic, 
and yet she is not lacking in vigor. She re- 
minds one attimes of Marie Wainwright and 
possesses in large degree those winning, 
womanly qualities which add acharm to all 
characters. Her work this week has been as 
full of promise as of actual accomplishment.

“IN THE CLOUDs.” 


Charles Egbert Craddock’s Novel—Another 
Story of the Tennessee Mountains—A 
Work Deserving of Almost Unqualified 

dation—Review of Miss Mary 

Murtree's Latest Literary Effort. 


Co., St. Louls. 

In the Clouds,’’ by Charles Egbert Crad- 
dock, viewed both asa work of art and asa 
story of the day, is well deserving of almost 
unqualified commendation. The beautiful 
rhetoric peculiar to this author, the masculine 
diction, the strong eonceptions and extraor- 
dinary command of the niceties of language 
exhibited in her delineation of the mountain 
patois have been sufficiently noticed and are 
familiar to all her readers. In the 
Clouds, however, shows a consider- 
able advance upon her previous novels. 
Delineation of character was never her 
strongest point,but there are some characters 
in the present work that would be sublime 
were they purely the fruit of imagination. 
Being, as they are, portraits from life they are 
still inimitable as works of art. Taking warn- 
ng from previous reviews the author has 
avoided some of the mannerisms that were 
becoming almost painful in the ‘‘Prophet’’ 
and Down the Ravine.’’ The mountain air 
blows more freshly, if possible, through the 
clouds than in the Tennessee mountains. 
One experiences a delicious sense of 
freshness in perusing the early chapters, and, 
ndeed, to some extent through the whole 
work. So intense is the absorption of mind and 


intellect, that one actually seems to 
experience the recuperating powers 
of the actual breath of the 


mountains in perusing the adventures of the 
hardy mountaineers who are so amusing in 
their almost childlike naivete, yet so pathetic 
in their manly sorrows and perplexities. 

It would seem almost ungrateful to hint at 
faults in a work productive of such intense 
pleasure to both readers and reviewers; but 
the stern duty of the critic admits of no excuse 
from asentimental point of view. ‘‘In the 
Clouds’’ remains too long in those airy re- 
gions. Had the story been shorter by just 
about one-third, it would have greatly added 
to its attractiveness. Possibly the exigencies 
of serial publication may account for this de- 
fect. 

The two actors deputed to open the play 
attract our attention at once. Ben Doaks and 
„Mink Lorey are two hardy mountaineers 
engaged in tending the herds of cattle belong- 
ing to various farmers in the vicinity, who 
wish to give their beasts the opportunity ofa 
summer on the mountains. Just now tne 
various duties are performed for the day, and 
the two men are resting on the short moun- 
tain grass. Ben Doaks, the senior, is in a 
reflective mood, while his junior is disposed 
to grumble at the wantof variety in his sur- 
roundings. He moans and groans until at 
length Doaks becomes annoyed, and in the

It was the 
ghost of a herder who had been killed in some 
mountain storm, and whose spirit was given 
to playing even worse tricks than Mink. The 
two men had talked themselves into a state of 
superstitious terror, when they were startled 
by arifie shot close at band. As soon as they 
could summon courage to investigate, they 
found a cow shot through the brain which 
proved upon investigation to be one of Doak’s 
own cattle. The first supposition was that 
the shot had been fired by the evil- disposed

Mink listened ‘with a sort of aftectionate 
ruefulness,’’ but opined that things would 
come all right when he got down to the cove 
and let Rood know that he didn't own no 
cattle up here and hain’t got no trade with the 
owners, an’ ain't ’sponsible ter nobody.“ 

We are next introduced to the scene in the 
cove where the mountain men are ‘‘shooting 
for beef,’’ Kood amongst them. Mink came 
trotting up on his flea-bitten mare that 
knocked her heels together as she ran as 
though keeping time to the trot. 

Our facetious herder took an opportunity of 
making a general statement to the effect given 
above, closely watching Rood’s face as he did 
so. The manwhohad given various exam- 
ples of his personal enmity towards the herd- 
er flinched at the statement, and Mink knew 
that he had found the culprit. He made 
no accusation, however, other than men- 
tally, but later on got into a 
quarrel with the surly old miller 
who berated him soundly ‘‘fur his minkish 
tricks. Later on we are introduced to 
Lethe Sayles, a beautiful character, too good 
for her lot in life,and devotedly attached to 
the rascal Mink, who was utterly unworthy of 
her. Her primary characteristic was a strong

of that ilk, who objected to be ‘‘preached at. 

The next scene in the drama was a moon- 
light revel round an illicit mountain still. 
Mink was there, of course, and Rood, besides 
others. In the drunken revel Mink announced 
his intention of turning onthe mill wheel to 
‘*scare the folks. He rode off in the early 
dawn forthe purpose of putting this praise- 
worthy scheme into execution, and did so; 
only to find that some rascal had been before 
him and had plugged up the wheel with brick- 
bats and rocks, so that when Mink drew up 
the sluice, not only was the wheel smashed to 
pieces, but the crazy old mill house tottered 
and fell in ruins into the stream. 

Amazed at such a scene of desolation spring- 
ing from his comparatively innocent jokelet 
but too drunk to compare cause and effect, 
Mink rode off in dismay, failing to hear amid 
the roar of the water and the falling timbers, 
aboy’s scream that rang out into the night. 
It was the shriek of an idiot boy, ‘‘Tad,’’, the 
grandson of the miller, who had been con- 
demned to sleep in the old mill-house for some 
misdemeanor. 

Of course Mink was arrested for this fatal 
prank, but the immediate cause of his arrest 
was pathetic. 

Discussing the matter with Lethe, both be- 
ing ignorantof the fate of the idiot boy, the 
girl with her strong conscientiousness ad- 
vised her lover to yield up his worldly posses- 
sions, and make compensation to the old 
man. Mink scouted the idea at first, but at 
length decided to do so, and riding down to 
the town and into the Court-house for this 
purpose was, of course, promptly arrested. 
The whole scene of the trial 
is the most dramatic in the book, 
or, indeed, in any book that we 
have come across of late years. We are here 
introduced to Lawyer Harshaw, a most life- 
like sketch, and to Judge Gwinnan, scarcely 
less inferior. But for dramatic force and 
absolute living vigor the twelve jurymen 
reign supreme. Charles Egbert Craddock 
possesses the power rare in modern novelists 
of making all her characters stand upright on 
their own feet. They are not pictures; they 
are absolute living men and women, as full of 
vim and go and vitality as the most sparkling 
characters amongst our personal friends. 

Poor Mink, who had so often made sport of 
others, was now himself the sport of circum- 
stances. His comparatively harmless prac- 
tical jokes had been turned by the malice of 
another into a terrible crime, for which he 
was now on trial for his life. By an un- 
fortunate accident Rood was grabbed and 
forced to serve on the jury. As if this was 
not sufficiently damning to the prisoner’s in- 
terests, his enemy selected that period to end 
his earthly career. The excitement of the 
trial added to his own consciousness of guilt, 
and Lethe’s testimony that she had caught 
a glimpse of the boy supposed to be drowned 
was fatal to the man who had long suffered 
from a dangerous form of heart disease, and 
he dropped dead in his seat. This happened 
just after Lethe had declared her conviction 
that Tad was living. Of course, anew juror 
had to be selected andthe trial begun. once 
Lethe’s evidence had been the trump

ecard of the defense. The breaking off just at 
this point gave the Public Prose- 
cutor an opportunity to hunt up 
evidence in rebuttal on ghosts’ ‘‘harnts’’ 
and spiritual manifestations generally. 


With the information thus acquired he saved 
his cuse and contrived to scare the already 
terrified jury to such an extent that when 
they retired to the chamber set apart for them 
they were so unnerved as to be absolutely in- 
capable of forming any decision. The scene 
in the retiring room, and the discussion 
among the simple mountain men, scared 
out of their wits, yet anxious to do 
their level best for the prisoner and 
their country is rich in the extreme. It rises 
into sublimity when they return to the court- 
room to state that they are unable to agree. 
The foreman is the nephew of a lawyer and 
has studied the Code of Tennessee. From this 
fund of knowledge he informs the Judge that 
since the dead juror was neither excused 
nor discharged there were thirteen men on the 


jury, and they could hear the dead 
man’s ‘‘harnt’’ arguing and discussing 
the matter with them. The 
Judge, naturally a stern man, was 


angered at his decisions being thus called 
in question and committed the too imagina- 
tive jury bodily to jailfor one night for con- 
tempt of court. The discussion in the com- 
mon room of the jail is beyond our descriptive 
powers. We give it verbatim, somewhat 
abridged to suit the exigencies of modern 


journalism: 
They had all been locked temporarily into 
one Sonam of the jail while the sheriff and 
jailer consulted in re ard to the accommoda- 
tions for so unusual a number of men. In 
their close quarters the jurymen leaned 
against the wall or walked the floor, jostling 
each other in the shadow; forthe room was 
dark save from the moonbeams slanting 
throuub the bars of the window.

keys. Presently his voice was heard in an-

Send me twelve mentereat and sleep an’ the 
jailezfullezit air! Does he thinkI keepa 
tavern?

He compassed the problem somehow for the 
jurymen, smarting with the indignity and 
hardship, were led forth the next morning hav- 
ing slept as well as was possible and eaten as 
their reduced appetite and the prison fare 
demanded. 

The jury being unableto agree, poor Mink 
had toundergo a further imprisonment of 
four months while awaiting anew trial. He 
contrived to increase this period by something 
like twenty yearsin banging Judge Gwinnan 
over the head with his manacled fists and 
thereby nearly sending him to a higher court. 


This injudicious course of - treatment 
was induced less by any direct act 
of the Judge towards himself, than from 
the fact that Gwinnan had aroused the 


miring glances at Lethe while she was giving 
her evidence. Mink escaped at last by a wild 
cat scramble over a railway bridge, but he 
meets withasad end—how,it does not behoove 
us exactly to say. The author reaches the 
climax of her inspiration with the jury scene. 
The remainder of the story fails to maintain 
its wonted interest. It is enlivered, how- 
ever, from time to time by brilliant flashes 
of inspiration which relieve it from 
absolute tedium. Hereis exactly where Miss 
Murfree’stalent falls short of genius. She 
can reach acertain point of inspiration, but 
she cannot keep it up to the end. If we may 
venture to offer a piece of advice to so brill 
ijiant a writer it will be this: She knows—-all 
writers can feel—when inspiration fails them, 
and the work becomes a task. In all future 
noveis let her stop right here at this point and 
Charles Egbert Craddock may yet become one 
of the great names of the age.

Probably the most radical change of all was 
the abolition of any distinction between a 
bigh and a low ball. The committee best- 
tated before making this change, not from 
any doubt whatever as to its ultimate utility, 
but because it feared the change might injure 
some batters, and it did not wish to rob any 
man of the truits of a skill acquired by years 
of practice. There seemed, too, asiight dis- 
position to consider the matter from a selfish 
standpoint. But when the committee saw it 
favored by Anson, Swartwood and Comiskey, 
batters who will suffer as much as any by the 
change, all scruples were borne down and 
selfish considerations laid aside. The whole 
is ereater thun the part. The interest of the 
game is of greater moment than the interest 
oft an individual player or club. Besides, if 
the hich and low ball distinction gave rise to 
abuses, then individual cases are not entitled 
to consideration, for a man can no mvre have 
a vested right in the cause of an abuse than in 
the abuse itself. 

And afterall will this change have the far- 
reaching effects ascribed to it? A good batter 
is a man with a clear eye, a steady nerve, 
good judgment and plenty of pushing power. 
Ine men who possessed those qualities last 
year will probably possess them next. It may 
take a month or twoto getit working, but 1 
believe that next October will see Connor, 
Brouthers, Anson, Kelly, Gore etal. atthe 
top of the list again just as they have been in 
the past. Here's a good piace to stick one of 
those Cincinnati pins. ° 

And then look atthe immense advantage in 
the change for the umpire. The indefinite 
nature of the line, and the fuct that it was not 
stationary, together with the varying direc- 
tion of the curves, made it simply impossible 
for himto decide accurately whether a ball, 
at the time it passed the batter, was just above 
or just below the belt.

Since that time Peterson has been on the top of 
the list and big prizes offered for superior 
work have gone unclaimed. Runs of eleven 
have become more or less common singe 
Peterson's performance went on record, or 
rather was generally accepted as the highest 
number ot buttons ever strung together at 
this very difficult style of billiards. An ama- 
teur known underthe various names ot Bene- 
diet“ and ‘‘the bestamateur’’ in a recent game 
with Eugene Carter ran out a fifteen-point 
game in two innings, making fouron the first 
and eleven onthe second. The same player 
had on other occacions made a similar score, 
but never surpassed it.

HARRY HUTCHENS. 


Some ofthe Champion Sprinter’s Perform- 
ances—Athletic Gossip.

sented, spring chicken to be treated in the 
correct manner, lumps of apparent dough tw 
be converted into cornbread, tea biscuits and 
a variety of other dainties of a similar essen- 
tial description. There was a slight shiver 
t> be noticed about the persons of 
the assembled multitude, when it was an- 
nounced that everything cooked yesterday 
Was to be eaten. Achille Lentz, one of Del. 
monico’s cooks, turned decidedly pale, and 
C. Kauffman of the Down Town Club grasped 
the back of a chair. Nearly all of the prin- 
cipal restaurants and hotels were represented, 
Fernand Fere, ex-chet of the Astor House, 
who was in charge of the demonstration, 
declared that the popular prejudice against 
gas as a cooking factor 

WAS ABSURD. 

Gas, I assure you, he said, ‘‘is much 
cheaper than coal. It is much less dirty. You 
can puta gas stove anywhere, but who will 
Say that coal can be used anywhere but ina 
kitchen.’’ 

The big gas stoves, however, were by no 
means ornamental. When the uncooked 
goods had been sufficiently admired, the thre 
chefs de service, Charles Mercier, Mana: 
Brook and Eugene Chapsust, opened tm 
stoves, inserted chickens, beef, steaks and 
other things into theovens. Then they care- 
fully adjusted the jets of gas. and banging to 
the doors awaited results. Abou the 
first things ready were = scalloped 
oysters, which were politely circulsted. 
The delicacy had been cooked in & 
sort of vice versa manner, that is to say, then 
were hot and brown at the top and uncooked 
and cold at the bottom. They were decidedly 
palatabie, however, as everything French 
cooks make must be, but they were not prop: 
erly managed. Aftertasting them, however, 
no one was afraid to venture further. It was 
astonishing to see the unanimity with which 
all flocked to the committee-room. |The chops 
were excellent, the steaks looked tempting, 
and in fact nearly all the viands seemed nor

For a small restaurant, said Chef Kaut- 
man, ‘‘orfor a big restaurant in off hours 
these stoves would be excellent. They are 
much slowerthan coal. They will cook steaks 
nicely, butI don’t know whether it would 
succeed with a fifty pound roast.
